In 
very much the same .spirit that a healthy 
mSn wdtlld flee from contact of this loath- | 
some contagion, did the South wish to se- 
cede from the Union; and the 6r9t and mo.-it 
sacred'Inatu.otsof bo.'saa natoMitoaBpalher 
to resist a further association. 

There can be no loss of "national life" to 
the iJorib, except from the very causes 
which just. Ges the South in persisting in her 
purpose of eterortl and complete separation. 
The loss of morals is so utter and uuiversal 
in ibat couHtry, aa almost to shake faith in 
■nodero civiiiEatioo^aad io tbesaving power 
or modern Cbriatiaaity. The moral disease

national lifs." It wf|i(Id|Mam that the "na- 
tional life" wss stal>t>ed to the heart by acts 
like these; btit no one knows what is really 
meant by the phtase, but the miscreants 
who employ it; and none but themselves 
understand bow it can be that ineasures so 
faUl to ths public welfara end tend tO "pre- 
serve tbe national life." 

The incarceratioo and condemnation of 
Vallandighsm marks the last stsp to despot- 
ism. There ia nothing now to distinguish 
the pelitfcaof tbe Nqrth Aom'tiiatof Aus- 
tria under Francis, and' that of Naples, a 
few years ago, under Bomba When a Qov- 
emment finds it necessary to inhibit the play 
of William Tell, it has reached the tie p?uf 
ultra of indifference to public opinion and 
of hariliness in political crime and apostacy 
They may now throw away even the con- 
venient plea of 'praserving the national life,' 
and hereafter disdain to vouchsafe an excuse 
iwrthair measares or their acts. The North 
ern | eople of tbe better sort, will Soon hstre 
to take up the ssme pies of "preserving the 
natioaal. life.** and by this warrant hang 
their hssa rdfers up by the neck. There is 
I in fact DO salvation for the North, except in 
retorting the pie* of Lincoln and hia Secre- 
taries upon themselves. When tbe Ijodies 
of these men nhall dangle in a gallows in 
Washington city, with the word^ ''hung to 
save the national life" inscribed, tbe plea 
will then for tbe first time be true and legiti- 
mate, and the measure e^Kcacioos for tbe 
end proposed. 

THE BEaOURCES OF THE SOtJTH. 

The military resources of the South were 
never more ample than now; and the pre- 
sent condition of the Confo leracy , with ref- 
ersnee to. material elements of success in the 
war, is one of varied and lively enopturage- 
ment. 

It is estirasted thst we have arms eneugh 

to put in the hands of a million of me o, and 
best * c'l'' avai'ible military Rtrength is rated at 
but little less than a million and a ball.— 
We h \v« now in the Coniedt-rate service 
from 600 000 'o 650,000 eflfective men; the 
irregular ory^niz^tio^s and State militia 
would probibly add 2(X),000 more. These 
figures are authentic; a portion of them ara 
derived from aucb public date as npp>ear in 
the debatas of Gongress; while the estimate 
of tbe addition^ forces that might be called 
out in circumstances of paramount necessity 
is probablv not out of proportion to w«ll as- 
certained statistics of population. 

Other aspects of the pictur-i of our condi- 
tion are not d iscouraging. The recent alarm 
with reference to the resources of subsistence 
in the Confeileracy has, in a great measure, 
subsided, and given place to betterinformed 
and more confident views of the stock of 
provisions oo band, and mnr vast cspabilities 
of production, which are.oei.w in.Wkiereisa. — 
Tbe grain cropa io tbe South weira never 
ninre promising than at the prsseot season- 
The crop of whest likely to he harvested 
this vearwIU be witboat a parallel in the 
South. 

From all parts of the Confedericy, Ifrom 
the Potomac to the Rio Grande, and the re- 
motest Wfsteru boundary, we have cheering 
news of the growing grain crops. Contrary 
to the expectations of some, that tbe cotton 
region would i\ot prove to be adapted to the 
enltivalien of wheat, it^bss produced this 
grain with a Inxnrianoa quite eqaal to that 
we bava aeen in the' best wheat diatrtets of 
Virginia. T)ie corn, also is asM. to look 
healthy and thrifty in all parts of the Oqn- 
federocy, with the p r os p ee t of an over- 
whelming crop. 

Extending ouf survey of the internal con- 
dition of the Co-'fcderacy, we have also 
csuse for eongratnlation in its improved 
finances, to excellent results of tbe Tax Bill, 
the withdrawal of the cnrroncy, tba reduc- 
tions of outlays and tbe enlarged revsnne of 
tbe Oovemmeot. Wh learn that already 
there have l)een at least eighty milliona 
withdrawn from circulation and returtied to 
the Treasury. The eonsequencos of this re- 
duction are already felt io the decline of 
prices, the diMcnuragement of speciil ition, ' 
and tbe moral as well as commercial benefits i 
of renawfid confidence in the credit Of the j 
Government. I 
These traits in the general condition of 
tlie South, aabi h we have hastily review- 
ed, are inll of patriotie enomiragoment. — 
W« commenced this war wiohoot maira 
fnctnres, without aeee«-s to the markets of 
the world, and with scarcelv more than a 
hundred thousand arms. Surely, since we 
have accompli^^hed so much under the dis- 
I advantages of the past, we may look with 
I confi.lence to a future in which we ahflll

your question. You assume, without any 
warrant, thst my purpose is to 'uodermioe 
and paralyze the power of the government.' 
You appear to have falleu Into the preva- 
lent error of oonfoundiog the Oovemment 
with the Adminiatra'-ion of the Govern- 
ment. Yon are too sensible to see that they 
are not the same. Tbe word Oovernment 
has indeed two meanings, and in order to 
rescue the sabjeet from ambiguity, allow 
me to say that the ordinaTy t^eanins of 
Gh>vemment,Jn free eodatries, is that form 
of fundamental ruk$ and prmcipla by 
which a nation or State is governed, or by 
which individual menibera of the body poli- 
tic are to regulate their action. Govern- 
ment is in fact a Constitution by which the 
rights and (duties of ciiizeos and public of- 
ficers are prescribed and defined. If the 
word sometimes has a secondary or more 
limited meaning synonymous with Admin- 
istra'ion of pnblio affairs, thei) 'the govern- 
aisat' Jsmetonymieatly used fot<A.dmiakitra- 
tioo and ebeaM aot he eoafoaaded tvitb -the 
original and true signifieatlon of the term 
.^rfaiimstroAion, which means the jwisofu 
collectively who are intrusted with tbe exe- 
cution of the laws, and with the superin- 
tendence of public affairs. 

Opposition to tbe Administration, then, 
is uo opposition to the Government; the 
former may not only be utterly destroyed 
without affecting the health of tbe Govern- 
ment, bat it may be, and constantly is, 
thengbfcto be neeeasary, io the optnien of 
theaofiraiDe potrer, the people, to destroy 
the Administration jn order to preaenre «he' 
life of tbe Oovemment. This is io aooor- 
dance not only with the theory of our insti- 
tutions, but with the daily ^practice of the 
people. Every change of Administration 
at every election, federal, State, or muni- 
cipial, great or small, exemplifies this great 
truth The GoveroraeDt remains intaot^ 
unscathed, while tbe Admiotstratioo is 
swept out of existeoee.- > 

In t^e light of this -axplieation, yeaasnst 
preeeive tbarao fiar irom 'allying oyaetf 
with others for jUie pnrpose of undermining 
and {laralyzing the power of the Govern- 
ment,' the very purpose of our Society is 
to uphold and strengthen the Ouveroriieot, 
by diffusing among the people such 
koowledge^of tbe principles upon which it 
is founded, that it sh.ili uot be io the pow- 
er of an Administration, whether weak or 
wicked, to work its injury. 

■l y.ield to no mao in hearty toval^ to the 
Oav e rm nutt, oer in ebedieneis also to the 
Administration in all its conalitmtliMml mess- 
ures, whatever may be my private opinion 
of their wisdom. You mistake me if you 
suppose I have any "radical pur()089 of un- 
dermining or paralyzing" any of its legal 
measures.

Millions being 
judges, tbe party io powerj by their acts 
and words, have dooa^uora to prodnoe dis- 
ssnnpDS and prevent anlistments than all 
tba BieeaHibas eoald aver bava don*. In- 
deed, wer* It not that thioga were done to 
be disonaaad nnfavorably, no discussions 
would have taken place, or they woold 
have been harmless if they had taken place, 
with little iiifluence upon any one. 

Suppose a man is thoroughly convinced 
that this war is useless and hurtful to tbe 
caosa of Uoioa, wbieb he baa aerionaly at 
heart. If ba saya ao ba diaeonragee enlist- 
ments, parbape: or an ofllc*r may think ao: 
y*t a cessation of hostilities msy be s con- 
tingency that will come.

Detail* of the Winchester Battle. 
NawToBK, June 22.— The details of tbe 
battle of Winchester show that Milroy had 
7,000 men. The Eighteenth Conoeeticut 
and Fifth Maryland were' captured almost 
entire. The former was over nine hundred 
strong, of whom only thirty-three are all it 
can now muster. We lost three full batter- 
ies of field artillery, all ttie siese guns on 
the Star Fort and main fort, 6,<D00 muskets, 
two hundred and eighty wagons, &c. 

Of the seven thousand engaged, sixteen 
hundred reached Maryland Uighta, and 
probably three or four hundred mora have 
eacapad to Hancock and Cumberland, Md. 

Since tbe dates eontainiog tbe foregoing 
were received, seventeen hundred more of 
General Milroy's command have arrived at 
Bloody R(in,Penn ; and to-day we hear of 
tbe safely of four hundred mure. 

Special dispatches to the Philadelphia In- 
quirer report tbe rebels advancing on Pitta- 
burg, Pennsylvania, with 40,000 men and 
eighteen pieces of artillery. A laige force 
of rebels is also approscbing London "Tele- 
grapb Station, from the direction of Mer- 
cersborg, evidently reconnoitering; and that 
a scout reports the rebel artiliery planted 
on the Fuokstown Plank Koad,near Usgers- 
toam.

Their 
force at that point ia not large." 

Harrisbubo, June 22. 

Tb ere is now no doubt that tbe enemy is 
fortifying Hagerslown. They hold the 
country between Hageratown and Williams- 
port with at leaat one corps— probably 
Ewell's. Millerstown, eight miles from 
Gettysburg, bss been occupied to-day by a 
force of Rebel troopers 2,000 streng. This 
points to a movement on the Northern Cen- 
tral Road, for the purpose of isolating Bal- 
timore. Most of tbe movable property, 
that could be turned to Rebel account, was 
removed before tbe place was occupied.

Stuart, at Aldie. The fight opened with 
great sjiirit on both sides. 

Tbe on^itaught of our men was promptly 
met, and from tbe information received, 
neither side gained much for several hours, 
when tbe rebels began to give way. For 
houra afterward it was a ruoniog fight, our 
forces srowding the enemy on the right, left 
and center. Tbe field wasstrewa with dead 
and wounded rebels.

•The news of the noninatton of Mr. 
Yailaiidighaaa for Governor of Ohio comes 
tikeastnoner on the Administration. They 
did not baliave such a thin°; could be poss- 
ible; snd they am in a quandary about it, 
for they know not what to do. Stanton ia 
for war to the bitter end. If his counsels 
and those of Senator Sumner prevail, the 
Administration will not only not recede 
from the position it has taken, but will even 
arrest U r. Vallandigbam again when be re- 
turns to Ohio, and incaraante him in Fort 
Warren, io aeeordenee with Bnrndde's 
original sentence. And thia they will do, 
if it acquires all tha military force in Bum- 
side^ military department, and if tbe col- 
lision that ensues is attended with much 
bloodshed. Stanton and Sumner take the 
ground that the Government ha^ the power 
to do this, and that itp honor requires that 
it sbsll be done, and that the decree of the 
President bsnisbing Vallandigbam must be 
enforced. We nnst show, ttajaaj, that 
wa have a Oovamnent. 

**On tba other hand, Mr. Chase and Mr. 
Seward recoormsod e milder, more moder- 
ate and far wiser course. They mcom- 
mend that do further notice be taken of Mr. 
Yalland'gbam, that no obstacles be placed io 
the way of hi« return to Ohio, and that his 
friends be informed, uoofiScially, but by 
persons in authority, that be will not be mo- 
leated if be returns to that State. It ia 
probable, I think,' that the President will 
adopt tha latter coarse. It ia not unlikely 
that, when the committee of twenty reach 
this eity, they will he pobliely informed 
tbst the President declines to secede to 
their request to release Mr. Vatlandigham, 
but they will be privaielj- assured by mem- 
bers of the Administration that that gen- 
tleman Willi be allowed to come North again 
and re enter the "loyal Stataa* by any route 
he may choose." 

Oreely Sound on the Freedom of the 
Press. 

On the 17tb of January, 1859, Mr. Hor- 
ace Greely, editor of tbe New Tork JVibune, 
gsve oitersoce to tbe following aantiments 
at N {bio's Saloon; ip New York: 

"Given a free press, I hold thst there 
can be no need of waia, iosnrrections, or 
tbe role of Yigilsnce Committea; that a 
free press and an educated people are to- 
°;etber too mighty for despots, urj jst judges 
aud corruption io office. Where the press 
isi muzzled, tt must be freed, even at the coat 
o/h-imau blood; but wherever if is free, I bold 
it utroug enough to overcome all pnblic 
evils and abuses, and secore the away of 
righteoosness and peace.* 

A Hard Hit at President lalncoln Over 
the tshouldera of tlie King olProaaia. 

The Now York Btnli ia fanona for ita 
politics! sdroitoess. In its l^t issne it thus 
bits President Lincoln over the shonlders 

of the King of Prussia. It says. 

•'THE LIBEBTY OF THE PRESS IN PBUSBIA. 

"The King of Prussia hag, we see, issued 
Still snotber uncon.xtitutional decree inter- 
fering with tbe liberty of tbe press. These 
errors so olMtinately persisted in by tbe 
King, will caoas tbe greatest irritation to 
the people, already inflamed to anger by 
former harsh and nowise measnrea enacted 
by their sovereign. Tbe f rossians are in 
a revolutionary state, which should be 
soothed instead of increased by unwise and 
rigorous steps on the part of the Govern- 
ment. The Prussian monarch will find, to 
his cost, that people wno have onca enjoyed 
tbe benefit of a free press rarely give up 
the privilege without a struggle."
